REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request entry of the amendment and reconsideration of the 
rejection of the claims. 

Applicants have amended claims 25, 28, 57 and 63. Applicants submit the 
amendments are supported throughout the specification.

Applicants have amended the first line of the specification to update the priority 
claim as specified in the transmittal document. 

Interview summary 

Applicants thank Examiner Parkin for the interviews conducted on June 22 and 
June 26, 2007. We discussed rejoinder of the method claims based on the allowable 
product claims. We discussed that the method claims are supported by the data in the 
Examples in the specification, and the high degree of sequence identity of at least the N 
terminal sequences as shown in the specification at pages 24-26. We also discussed the 
language of claim 25 with regard to "such as" and the steps of the method claims. We 
agreed that the method claims would be rejoined and would be amended to address 1 12 
issues regarding the steps of the method. We agreed to remove the "such as" language 
from the claims.
